Faults And Findings 


It is a very human failing to hate 
to admit you are wrong and usually 


when it is confined within reasonable 
limits, it doesn’t do any great harm 
| It is a failing though, which can easily 
get out of hand and when it does it 
can create a lot of trouble. Just as 
we, as individuals, sometimes find 
it easier to blame the other fellow 
when things go wrong, so groups and 
even nations will often pin the re- 
sponsibility elsewhere for misfortunes 
which they have brought upon them- 
selves. And it doesn’t seem to matter 
how ridiculous the connection they in» 
vent between the misfortune and its 
suppose cause. Hitler's Germans 
had no trouble at all whipping up on 
unholy rage against the Jews #& 
the authors of German troubles after 
the first world war, There was no 


logival reason why they should have} e 


chosen the Jews to hate. It was sut- 
ficient that they had to get rid of 
the blame themselves and the Jews 
were conveniently at hand and they 
were a defenceless minority. 
Similiarly, in the world today we 
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have a number of men and woman 
who have chosen the democratic syste 
tem of free enterprise as the whipping 
post for their own failures, fustrae 
tions, and disappointments, Most of 
them are people who just hate to ad 
mit that they are wrong; it isn't 
their fault that they can’t get what 
they want; it is the fault of the 
system and if only the system were 
changed their talents would be ape 
preciated and success would be theirs. 
Not all collectivists fall into this 
category. Some of them are cynical 
adventurers caring nothing for right 
and wrong and concerned only with 
promoting their own interests, Some 
do their best to encourage their fol: 
lowers to blame democracy for theiy 
own shortcomings. Stil] others are 
sincerely troubled about the defects 
in our system, They have dwelt on 
these defects until they can’t see 
anything else. Consequently, to their 
clouded judgement, almost anything 
would be better than what we have, 
The democratic system of free ene 
terprise has given us on this contin- 
ent the highest standards of living 
ever known—high not only for top 
levels, but generally for al] levels, It 
has its defects, just as any man-made 
system has defects, As it exists to- 
day, it is the result of a thousand 
years of development and there is 
still room for further development. 
But to admit that there is still 
room for development is not to con- 
demn the system We would be very 
foolish to throw away the fruits ot 
a thousand years of hard-earned ex- 
perience for the rosy shadows of the 
collectivist dream. Such development 
must come within the framework of 
that experinece; within the frame- 
work of democratic free enterprise,

Each year there are the uncertainties of weather, insects, plant diseases, 
prices and the many other unpredictable factors which play a part in de- 
termining the success of the crop, and the financial return which the farmer 
receives for his year's work. Canadian farmers have been passing through 
a period of prosperity, during which there have been good crops and a

products, at high price levels. Last 


year, the value of agricultural produce in Canada was placed at $2,500,000,- 
000 which was fourteen per cent. of the total of all the goods produced in 


Canada,

This was believed to be a record for agricultural pro- 
duction, but it was emphasized that this percentage 
was based on monetary value, not on volume of goods, 


and was an indication of the rise in price levels for 


farm products, 


Last year about forty million acres of land in Western 


Canada were used for the production of grain, of which about twenty-three 


million were put into wheat. 


This year, it is expected that twenty-seven 
million acres of wheat will be sown, 


The heavier acreage is believed to 


have been encouraged by the increase of twenty cents a bushel in the basic 


price of wheat. In spite of the fact 


that about seventeen per cent. more 


wheat is expected to be sown this year than in 1948, there is some doubt 


as to the likelihood of there being a 


high yield, because of a serious lack 


of moisture in many districts and because of the threat of a plague of 


grasshoppers.

WINNIPEG.—Goods manufactured 
in Manitoba last year exceed $450,- 
000,000 in value and gave employ- 
ment to an estimated 41,000 persons. 

These facts were revealed by Hon. 
John §S. McDiarmid, minister of 
mines and natural resources, in a 
review for 1948 of the bureau of in- 
dustry and commerce and travel and 
publicity. 

The minister tabled special copies 
of his report at a meeting of the 
Mid-continent Council of Industrial 
Agencies’ spring conference, in ses- 
sion at the legislative building. 

Sixty-five new industries began op- 
eration in the province during 1948 
as compared with 53 in 1947, accord- 
ing to the report. This, it states, 
makes a total of 200 new industries 
sprung up in Manitoba since 1946. 

The earliest record of an “April

Insurance Against 
Dog Bites, Horse Kicks 


VANCOUVER. — Canadians may 
now buy insurance against dogs 
which bite and horses which kick. 

These are among benefits available 
in an insurance plan offered for $5 
a year by the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals, Sec- 
retary-Manager David Ricardo said 
here. 

The insurance provides coverage to 
the limit of $10,000 against legal lia- 
bility for any damage done by a do- 
mestic animal if the animal is at 
fault. The insurance company, Ri- 
cardo adds, does not consider croco- 
diles or alligators as domestic ani- 
mals, whether kept as pets or not. 

Nor may a dogbite victim receive 
damages if he prodded the dog with 
a walking cane before he was bitten. 

Ricardo expects the insurance to 
be a boon when cows break fences, 
horses trample gardens and for simi- 
lar anti-social acts committed by ani- 
mals, 

To Seek Lower 
Rates For Bay Route 

WINNIPEG. — Lower insurance 
rates on shipments through Church- 
ill will be sought by the three prairie 
provinces, it was decided at a meet- 
ing of the Hudson’s Bay Route as- 
sociation in the legislative building. 

The meeting, attended by repre- 
sentatives of Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta, set three immedi- 
ate objectives for the association: a 
longer shipping season; larger wheat 
shipments; and reduced insurance 
rates,

Mix 1 cup granulated sugar and 
114 teaspoons cinnamon; sprinkle 
over apples, Cover and let rise 
about 14 hour. Bake in moderate 
oven, 350°, about 1 hour. Serve 
hot, with butter.

Americans Spent 
$13,000,000 In 
Manitoba In 1948 


WINNIPEG. — Conservation, ims 
proved accommodation and preserva- 
tion of historical sites are essential 
to the maintenance of Manitoba's 
tourist industry, R. E. Grose, pro- 
vincial government director of indus- 
try and commerce, told the Sales and 
Advertising club at a luncheon, 

Americans spent nearly $13,000,000 
in Manitoba last year, Mr. Grose 
said. About 78 per cent. of them 
came from Minnesota, Illinois, Towa, 
Michigan, Wisconsin and the Da- 
kotas, 

Apart from these states, Mr. Grose 
said, Manitoba had more visitors 
from California alone than the com- 
bined totals of nine other central 
and southern states. 

“It should not be thought that 
hotel and resort operators, mer- 
chants, transportation agencies and 
gas and oil companies were the only 
interests who benefit from the fast- 
growing tourist industry,” Mr. Grose 
said, “Thousands of farmers, food 
processors, factories and mills furs 
nished supplies for this trade.”

Farmers Income 
Hits Record 
During 1948 


OTTAWA.—Canadian farmers 
hit the jackpot in 1948. Their 


net income in that year, the 
Bureau of Statistics reports to- 
talled $1,693,315,000, the high- 
est record since the publication 
of comparable figures began in 


The 1947 total was $1,234,909,000 
and in 1946 it was $1,161,395,000, 

Farm cash income from the sale 
of farm products also hit an all-time 
high at $2,449,865,000 last year 
against $1,962,276,000 in 1947. The 
value of home-consumed farm pro- 
duce also increased. 

Farm operating expenses continued 
their upward climb. From $968,372,- 
000 in 1947, they increased to $1, 
083,556,000. The most significant in- 
crease occurred in livestock feeds, 
which rose by approximately $45,- 
000,000, 

With the exception of British Col- 
umbia, all of the 1948 provincial het 
incomes were larger than in 1947, 
while compared with 1946, net in- 
comes were lower in Nova Scotia 
and British Columbia. Greatest abso- 
lute gain in net income last year ag 
compared with 1947 occurred 
Saskatchewan, 


In western provinces, the 1948 net 
income follows, with 1947 totals in 
brackets:

During the thirties Major Bob Dodson piloted 
the unit through thorough training and difficult 
times. A fine recreation room, card tables, billiard 
table, radio, shower and gymnasium made the 
armouries a focal point of young chaps existence, 

Mobilization in June 1940 placed the unit on 
active service and the 2nd 22 carried the torch at 
home.

- A new four room school for Huasar 
is being planned by the Bow Valley 
School Division. Third reading was 
given to a by-law authorizing the 
Board, at the last regular meeting, 
to make application to the Board ot 
Public Utility Commissioners to bor- 
row money for the purpose of erect- 
ing the new school, ‘The Board has 
found it necessary to take this action 
in view of the obsolete and worn-out 
condition of the present buildings. It 
is hoped that construction may begin 
this summer or early fall. 

Additiona] class room space is also 
to be provided in Arrowwood as from 
September ist. This is made neces- 
sary due to the decision of the board 
to offer Grade XII instruction in 
Arr.wwwood—an extra teacher will be 
engaged for this purpose Provided a 
suitable teacher can be obtained who 
is qualified in home economics, It is 
planned to offer complete high school 
instruction including home economics 
anl industrial arts, 

The board also decided at its last 
meeting to purchase a house in 
Arrowwood in order that more suit- 
able accommodation may be available 
for the teaching staff in this centre. 

A new salary schedule has been 
agreed to which provides for a min- 
mum of $1500 qualifications at $50 
per ful] time course, and increments 
at $100 a year. 

To further make it possible to ob- 
tain, more readily, suitably qualified 
teachers, the board of trustees has 
decided, in conjunction with the de- 
partment of education, to offer four 
bursaries valued at $300 each to 
high school graduates who will take 
the one year teacher training course 
and undertake to teach for a period 
of two yeasr in the Bow Valley Schoo.

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HERE AND THERE Too Many Subjects \Sport Lovers Chance 


Many people who are neither school 
teachers nor pupils and thus not im- 
| mediately affected agree with tre 
opinion that schools should attempt 
to teach a few subjects well rather 
than to endeavor to deal with many 
subjects in a less satisfactory man- 
ner. The department is constantly 
approached by people to have  ad- 
ditional subjects placed on the curri- 
culum. Yet there is a growing opinion 
that the program of school studies is 
overcrowded, It is felt that too great 
a burden is being placed upon the 
teacher and that at the same time, too 
much is expected of the pupils. This 
may be especially so in the secondary 
schools, 

Every group that is interested in 
a particular subject sooner or later 
seems to think that instruction in thae 
subject should be wiven in the schools, 
Steady yielding to suai demands 
throughout the years has now pro- 
duced a curriculum that is cluttered 
up witi: all of them vitally necessary. 
The time and attention which hoth 
instructors and pupils must devote to 
them has however, inevitably affect- 
ed the time and attention which they 
are capable of giving to the renily 
important subjects with the result 
that there is decided complaint on 
the part of employers and a good 
many other people about the qualily 
of those leaving the schools, 

This is particularly true in the mat. 
ter of English composition, grammar, 
spelling and puncutation Those em- 
ploying elerical telp frequently find 
that boys and girls who have passed 
through the schools and entered the 
outer world have to start almost at 
the bottom to teach these elementary 
subjects as well as common, ordinary 
everyday arithmetic. 

The old time schoo] may have had 
its faults and its shortcomings, but 
at least it turned out graduates com- 
petent in the basic subjects that 
1eally matter, That unfortunately, 
cannot always be said of the school 
that has succeeded it and the fault 
may easily lie not with the teachers 
nor with the pupils, but with the 
educational authorities who now de- 
mand instruction in such a host of 
subjects that it is impossible to spare 
sufficient time to devote to the 
ordinary branches of instruction that 
are essential, 


New amendments to the Vehicles 
and Highway Traffic Act passed at 
the last session of the legislature ot 
Alberta tightened the regulations on 
driver’s licenses. One provides . that 
the provncial secretary may suspend 
for six months the license of a driv- 
er or chauffeur who is convicted twice 
within a period of 12 months. Before 
such license is suspended, the driver 
in the opinion of the minister must 
have been involved in an accident 
which resulted in bodily injury or 
death of any person or damage to 
property in excess of $100,, The act 
also says the minister shall suspend 
tie driver’s on chauffeur’s license for 
12 months of any such driver of 
chauffeur who has been found guilty 
of operating a motor vehicle while 
intoxicated, vontrary to the provisions
